To the inhabitants of the Town of Tuftonboro in the County of Carroll 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Tuftonboro Town House in said 
Tuftonboro on Tuesday, the Tenth day of March, next, at 10:00 o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


Articles 1, 2, and 3 wil be voted on by Ballot on March 10. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Tuftonboro Central School in 
said Tuftonboro on Wednesday, the Eleventh day of March, next, at 7:30 
P.M. to act on the remaining articles on the Warrant. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinance of Article 
Vil “Cluster Development Ordinance and Standards” Paragraph B-5 by 
changing the straight line shore front required for more than two (2) units 
from twelve and one half feet (12% ) to fifty feet (50) for each additional 
dwelling unit, if any, over two (2). If approved, paragraph B-5 will read as 
follows: 

“5. The minimum frontage along Lake Winnipesaukee, Dan Hole 
Pond, Lower Beech Pond, or Mirror Lake shall be one hundred fifty 
feet (150 of straight line shore front for the first two (2) dwelling 
units and fifty feet (50) of straight line shore front for each additional 
dwelling unit, if any, over two (2).” 
(This amendment submitted by voter petition. Adoption at this time not 
recommended by the Planning Board as being premature.) 


3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt by reference as an ordinance, 
as enabled by RSA 674:52 


A. The BOAC Basic National Building Code/1981, as amended and 
as established by the Building Officials and Code Administrators 
International, Inc., 


B. The National Electric Code, 1984 Edition, 
C. The BOCA Basic Plumbing Code, 1984 Edition, 


D. And to further adopt any updated edition of the above-mentioned 
codes, 


E. And to further establish the position of a Codes Enforcement 
Officer who shall examine and approve plans for construction and 
shall issue building and occupancy permits, 


F. And to establish a five (5)-member building code Board of 
Appeals pursuant to RSA 673:1, V, 


G. And to see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinance, 
Article Ill, |, by changing “Board of Selectmen’, so that the amended 
ordinance would read: 


“|. A permit shall be obtained from the Codes Enforcement 
Officer prior to the placing of or erection or construction of 
a building, structure or manufactured housing. Exception is 
made for the placing of transient recreation vehicles in 
recreation camping parks or trailer parks.” 

Adoption of this Article recommended by the Planning Board. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board, after 
public hearing, to adopt Site Plan Review Regulations pursuant to RSA 
674:43, which proposed regulations will require that no development, 
change in use, or expansion of existing use for non-residential properties 
or for multi-family dwelling units, other than one (1) or two (2)-family 
dwellings, may be established, nor may any building for such use be 
erected, remodeled, or enlarged except in conformity with a site plan 
approved by the Planning Board. 

Adoption of this Article recommended by the Planning Board. 


5. To see if the Town will vote, pursuant to RSA 674:1, IV, to authorize 
Planning Board members to enter upon any land within the Town to make 
such examinations or surveys as are reasonably necessary to carry out 
the Statutory responsibilities of the Board, to reasonably evaluate applica- 
tions before the Board, and to place and maintain any necessary 
monuments and marks consistent with Planning Board functions and 
responsibilities. 

Adoption of this Article recommended by the Planning Board. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
arrange for the necessary funding of the Code Enforcement Officer salary 
in the event that Article Three (3) is adopted by the Town. The amount 
being estimated at Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00). 


7. To see if the Town will vote to affirm, alter or annul the following 
ordinance enacted by the Selectmen on July 21, 1986. 


ORDINANCE 


Article |. There shall be no overnight docking of any boat, barge, 
or vessel at any Town-owned dock/wharf. 


Article Il. Boats, barges, or any other vessel may be docked at any 
Town-owned dock/wharf for a period of time not to exceed four 
(4) hours between 6:00 A.M. and 11:00 P.M. 


Any person violating this ordinance shall be: 
1. Issued a warning for the first violation. 
2. Fined not more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for the 
second violation. 
3. Fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for 
subsequent violations. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to grant a 
twenty-five by twenty-five foot (25’x 25’) easement on land owned by the 
Town on Tuftonboro Neck Road to the New England Telephone Company. 
This is for the purpose of placing a terminal cabinet which will allow the 
company to insure the future availability of quality telephone service in 
that area. The New England Telephone Company has agreed to pay the 
Town One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) if the easement is granted. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to negotiate 
with the Hersey family heirs for the purpose of bringing about an exchange 
of property on Lang Pond Road between property presently owned by the 
Herseys and property in which the Town has in interest, in order to create 
a more useful beach and parking area, and to execute all documents 
necessary to effect the transfer. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to investigate 
the feasibility of bringing cable TV to the Town of Tuftonboro and to 
authorize the Selectmen to grant, renew, amend or rescind franchises for 
the installation and opertaion of cable television systems in accordance 
with the provisions of RSA 53-C and to otherwise become a franchising 
authority within the meaning of said chapter. 

This article submitted to the Selectmen by petition. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to rebuild a section of the Wawbeek Road, 
from the garage area to the beach area, a distance of approximately five 
hundred and fifty feet (550), for an estimated cost of Fourteen Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($14,500.00), which includes widening, subsurface 
preparation, drains where needed and a paved-finish surface. The road 
is not wide enough for emergency vehicles to pass. 

This article placed on the Warrant by petition and is not recommended 
by the Board of Selectmen nor approved by a majority of the Budget 
Committee 


12. To see if the Town will vote to widen, remove stumps, replace culverts, 
gravel and tar Cross Neck Road on Tuftonboro Neck and further to raise 
and appropriate Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) for this purpose. 
This article placed on the Warrent by petition and is not recomended by 
the Board of Selectmen nor approved by a majority of the Budget 
Committee. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) for an ice rink building/roof to be built at 
Abenaki Recreational Area in Wolfeboro. Said funds to be placed in an 
escrow account until the Town of Wolfeboro and/or Back Bay Hockey 
Association, Inc. requests said funds for payment of ice rink building/roof 
construction. 

This article placed on the Warrant by petition and is not recommended 
by a majority of the Budget Committee. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a Town Road the roads 
presently under the jurisdiction of the Col. Tufton Borough Estates 
Association, as follows: Senter Cove Road from Route 109 to the intersec- 
tion of Mason Road and the old Senter Cover Road (but excluding this 
unpaved section of Senter Cover Road), Mason Road to the northwesterly 
boundary line of George Hayden’s property, and Vere Royce Road from 
Mason Road circling back to Senter Cover Road. 

This article on the Warrant by petition and does not have the approval 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 


Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund 
and authorize the withdrawal of this sum for the purpose from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. 

This article has the approval of the Budget Committee. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the 
withdrawal from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of Fifteen 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($15,500.00) as a setoff against the budget 
appropriation of One Hundred Sixteen Thousand Four Hundred Forty 
Dollars ($116,440.00) for the new Fire Truck. 

This article has the approval of the Budget Committee. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Library Trustees to 
establish and manage a building fund, utilizing various unrestricted gifts 
and bequests over the past sixteen (16) years. Both capital and interest 
from said fund will be used for capital improvements. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twelve 
Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) for interest charges, as approved by the 
Budget Committee and authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes for the current year and issue notes therefor, said 
notes to be repaid from taxes. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conservation Commission 
to retain the unexpended portion of its 1987 appropriation. Such funds 
to be placed in a Special Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 
36A-5. 


20. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-C which authorize any town 
or city to elect not to access, levy and collect resident tax? 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation of the same, the sum of Six Hundred Forty-five 
Thousand One Hundred Seventy-seven Dollars ($645,177.00) as recom- 
mended by the Budget Commitee and such sums as may be required to 
cover the cost of any additional items voted at the meeting and in 
accordance with RSA 32:8.

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT ORDINANCE AND STANDARDS 


In order to encourage the sound use of land, and to encourage the preservation 
of open and undeveloped land areas within the Town of Tuftonboro, the Town of 
Tuftonboro hereby adopts the following standards and regulations, tg be collec- 
tively known as the “Cluster Development Ordinance’”’: 


A. Concept. 

The concept of this ordinance is to create standards which will allow for amore 
flexible approach to the design of residential home sites within the Town of Tuf- 
tonboro. Contemplated forms of ownership would include ‘‘condominium” and 
“planned unit development’. In the case of condominium conveyance, the provi- 
sions of New Hampshire RSA 356:b ‘‘Condominium Act” shall be incorporated in- 
to this ordinance when and where applicable. Where condominium conveyance 
is contemplated, the applicant shall provide a sworn statement by the applicant 
or by his counsel, to the effect that all applicable provisions of N.H. RSA 356:B 
shall be complied with in the subdivision’s documentation. In the event of the plann- 
ed unit development (sometimes known as “zero lot line” development) all legal 
documentation concerning the proposed development (including the declaration, 
by-laws, restrictions if any, and proposed deed form) shall be presented to the Plan- 
ning Board for review by the Board and legal counsel for the Town of Tuftonboro 
prior to the completion of the review process. 


B. Lot and building requirements for residential dwelling unit developed under the 
provisions of this section. 

1. Lot Size—Other than as provided in Article Ill, Section S, the minimum lot 
size for parcels of land submitted to the provisions of this section shall be 4 acres 
in the waterfront zones and 8 acres in the non-waterfront zones. It is the intention 
of this paragraph to ensure that adequate land area exists for a development con- 
sistent with the concept of this ordinance. The Zoning Board of Adjustment may, 
with the recommendation of the Planning Board, consider an application for special 
exception to consider the development of a smaller sized parcel of land in either 
zone. 


2. Density—Within Zone 1, and non-waterfront lots within Zone 2, there shall be 
a minimum of one (1) acre of net developable land for each dwelling unit. Within 
Zone 3, and waterfront property within Zone 2, there shall be a minimum of three 
quarter (%4) acre of net developable land per dwelling unit. 


3. Net Developable Land—Net developable land shall be computed by subtrac- 
ting from the gross total contained within a development, all wetlands as are defined 
in the Tuftonboro Wetlands Ordinance, all exposed ledge, and all land with a slope 
which exceeds twenty-five percent. 


4. There shall be a maximum of Four (4) dwelling units contained within any one 
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(1) residential structure. 


5. The minimum frontage along Lake Winnipesaukee, Dan Hole Pond, Lower Beech 
Pond, or Mirror Lake, shall be one hundred fifty feet (150) of straight line shore 
front for the first two (2) dwelling units and twelve and one half feet (12 ) of straight 
line shore front for each additional dwelling unit, if any, over two (2). 


6. For any parcel where the acreage density standard and waterfront density stan- 
dard result in a differing number of potential units, the more restrictive standard 
shall apply. 


7. Lots not fronting on Lake Winnipesaukee, Dan Hole Pond, Lower Beech Pond, 
or Mirror Lake shall have a minimum of two hundred feet (200) frontage on a public 
road, or on a roadway designed and constructed in accordance with Tuftonboro 
roadway standards. 


8. Residential units developed under the provisions of this section shall have a 
minimum setback of one hundred feet (100) from any lake or pond; thirty feet (30) 
from a road sideline or road right-of-way line; and twenty-five feet (25) from the 
exterior sidelines (all boundaries other than waterfront and roadfrontboundaries) 
of the parent tract being submitted to the provisions of this ordinance. There shall 
be no minimum setback for residential units from interior boundary lines established 
by the provisions of a planned unit development-type subdivision, provided however 
that a right-of-way setback of thirty feet (30) shall be adhered to in the event that 
internal driveway rights-of-way are created; further, in no case shall any two residen- 
tial structures be less than thirty feet (30) apart. 


9. There shall be a minimum of two parking spaces provided per residential dwelling 
unit. Within the waterfront zone there shall be no parking within one hundred feet 
(100) of the waterfront. Provisions shall be made for adequate drainage of park- 
ing areas and all other facilities within the development. The applicant may be 
required to prove the safety and suitability of parking area layout and access as 
may be presented on plans. 


10. Sewage disposal systems which service four or more dwelling units shall be 
designed by a professional engineer licensed by the State of New Hampshire 


1. Final approval by the Planning Board of any proposed cluster subdivision shall 
be preceded by subdivision approval from the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission. 


12. Provisions shall be made within the Declaration, By-Laws, Homeowners 
Association Rules & Regulations or other documents acceptable to the Planning 
Board, which will ensure the sound management of the common lands dedicated 
to the provisions of this section. “Sound Management” includes, herein, utiliza- 
tion of land based on recommendations of the County Soil Conservation Office, 
or the Town Conservation Commission or the County Forester, or a land use plan 
prepared by land use consultants and approved by the Homeowner’s Association. 
The goal of management of the common land is to provide any of the following: 
a. Woodland with open-space recreation facilities such as cross country ski trails, 
hiking paths. 

b. Managed woodland (for contiguous common areas of more than 10 acres). 
c. Open meadow or pasture area. 

d. Waterfront activity areas such as swimming and boating. 

e. Other uses as may be approved by the Planning Board. 

Finally, the common land dedicated to this section shall be restricted by per- 
manent covenant from further subdivision or inclusion in land areas for unit den- 
sity computation for any subdivision other than the original subdivision of which 
the common land is a part. 


(EXPLANATORY NOTE: The following revisions are required in order to incorporate 
the “Cluster Development Ordinance and Standards” in the Zoning Ordinance). 
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ARTICLE 1 B. DEFINITIONS: 

Add: “CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. Any subdivision involving more than two dwell- 
ing units wherein land owned in common is created and is or may be owned by 
more than two parties, and which either (a) creates lots smaller than one acre in 
the waterfront zone or smaller than two acres in the non-waterfront zones or (b) 
is submitted to the condominium form of ownership.” 


From definition of ‘‘Residence”’ delete: ‘“and condominiums” 


ARTICLE Ill. GENERAL PROVISIONS: 

Add the following preface to III M, N, O, and Q: “Except as is provided for by the 
“Cluster Development Ordinance,” 

Add: “‘S. Any pre-existing, lot that can support a duplex residence without a zon- 
ing variance and without waiver by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollu- 
tion Control Commission will be allowed up to two (2) dwelling units. The Plann- 
ing Board shall, under the provisions of this paragraph, have the right to require 
New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission approved septic 
system design and subdivision plans prior to approving any application utilizing 
a pre-existing lot. Further, the Planning Board shall, under the provisions of this 
paragraph, have the right to require construction of said approved septic system 
as a condition of approval.’ 


ARTICLE IV: 
Add the following preface to IV B1: “Except as is provided for by the Cluster Develop- 
ment Ordinance.” 


ARTICLE V: 

From V A 3., delete the word ‘‘condominiums”’ 
Delete all of V A 3a. 

Delete all of V B2, including V B2a through i.

Report of the Trustees of Trust Funds 


Four trust funds are administered by the Trustees. For specific amounts 
of income and expenditure, please see the dnnual financial report. 

Annual income earnings of the Sheperd Scholarship Fund are awarded 
to students in the Town who plan to further their education beyond high 
school. This year, seven students benefited and payments were sent to 
the Financial Aid Office of institutions of their choice, to be credited to 
either direct expense or tuition. Payments are made semiannually and 
the entire interest earned on the Certificates of Deposit is paid. The 
scholarships are available for those students in either the first or second 
year of post-high school education. 

Cemetery Trust Funds interest income is used for general maintenance, 
grass cutting and trimming throughout the growing season. 

The Tomb Fund for the benefit of the Tuftonboro Library is a matching 
fund, with equal amounts of money approrpriated by th: Town, for the 
purchase of additional books, periodicals, etc. Payments to the Library 
Trustees is made quarterly. 

The Charles W. Davis Fund was established several years ago on behalf 
of qualified Tuftonboro citizens over seventy. There were seven worthy 
recipients in December of 1986.

We have examined the accounts of the various Town Officers as of 
December 31, 1986. Our examination was made in accordance with the 
auditing standards as prescribed by the New Hampshire Department of 
Revenue Administration, and accordingly included such test of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances.

During the past year, the Committee experienced substantial growth 
in the use of the Town’s recreation facilities and activities thanks in good 
part to greater public participation accompanied by increased assistance 
from both the private sector and the Selectmen’s office. Our community 
is most fortunate in terms of the generous outpouring of interest and 
cooperation by both the citizens and their elected officers. 

Summer activities were highlighted by the Swimming Program, Baseball 
and Soccer team use of Davis Field at the Elementary School and 
patronage of the picnic area at 19 Mile Bay; winter activities centered 
around the ice rink behind the library plus cooperative efforts with the 
Elementary School’s cross-country ski programs. 

The summer swimming program, under the direction of Mary Ann 
Murray, enrolled 65 children for an intensive four-week course covering 
pre-beginners, beginners, advanced beginners, intermediates and 
swimmers. The Tuftonboro Association donated kickboards and the town 
supplied the materials for turning boards which were installed on the west 
side of Melvin Dock by volunteers. At 19 Mile Bay, the Laase Family put 
marker buoys in place to keep boats off the rocks. The picnic area had 
seven tables and two portable toilets installed plus garbage collection 
receptacles. 

Davis Field’s ball diamond was booked virtually every day during the 
summer for both children’s and adult groups’ games. It is hoped that in 
the coming year much-needed improvements can be made to the field 
so that more of the area can be used and an improved baseball diamond 
can be made available. The swift growth of youth soccer activities has 
created a need for a separate soccer field area. Planning work for future 
improvements of the field has been undertaken by Bruce Johnson assisted 
by Dave Sorensen from Cooperative Extension. 

The ice rink behind the library has been enlarged, a warming hut was 
built and ice has been kept clear of snow thanks to the joint efforts of 
Blair Rudolph, Louis Dearborn, Dwight Pennell and crew. 

Several new members are joining the Committee this coming year: John 
Donovan, Bruce Johnson , and Bill Ready. They are a welcome addition.

Trustees Report for 1986 


The TUFTONBORO FREE LIBRARY experienced another year of growth 
and change in 1986. Open hours expanded from 15 to 22 in late July, and 
open days from 3 to 5. Both long-time and newly-registered patrons 
boosted library use and circulation by paying 3,344 visits to the library 
this year. 

Several faces changed in 1986. Ruth Bauer left in July, after nearly two 
years at the library. Her work to organize a formal volunteer program, 
recruiting volunteers of all ages and interests from throughout Tuftonboro, 
will continue to benefit the community, as well as the library. Trustees 
appointed John E. Perkins as librarian, and Arline Knapp as library desk 
assistant. 

Trustee Carol Truebe also resigned, after nearly five years in office. She 
served as Chair for the past two years, and previously as Treasurer. Town 
Selectman appointed Ann Robinson to the Board of Library Trustees. 

Since 1985, volunteers have contributed well over 1,000 hours of their 
time and expertise to the library. This year, their efforts again supported 
the library's smooth operation. The Trustees appreciate their commitment, 
and particularly thank Florence Sawyer, Peggy Bashe, Taffy Jones, Bob 
Spencer, and Stacey Hunter. 

To help the library meet new State standards for accreditation, the 
Friends of the Library purchased two new encyclopedias this year and 
voted to underwrite regular encyclopedia replacement in future. The 
Friends also conducted a two-week, community-wide telephone survey 
to help determine new library hours and services, and sponsored their 
most successful Book & Bake Sale ever. 

This year, a very generous contribution from the Hurlburt Charitable 
Trust Fund purchased a pair of comfortable armchairs for adult browsers 
and a popular collection of large-print novels. A major gift from the 
Suzanne G. and George E. Slye Trust Fund enabled replacement of 
borrowed office equipment and furniture, including an electronic 
typewriter. 

The Hikers and the Tuftonboro Association have contributed to the 
Library annually for many years. As in the past, their gifts increased the 
book budget substantially this year. And the Trustees also thank the 
individual contributors—residents and visitors—who made donations to 
the library in 1986.

Approximately 20 volunteers provide man- 
power for the equipment and meet the first and Thursday evenings at 7:00 
P.M. for training sessions.

During 1986 several ambitious projects were undertaken by the Depart- 
ment. At the 1986 Town Meeting, our voters approved the purchase of a 
new Fire Engine to replace Engine 3 currently housed at the Mirrror Lake 
Station. Delivery of the new Engine is scheduled for late Spring of 1987. 

The Department was fortunate in purchasing a used Fire Engine in 
excellent condition which will be replacing Engine 1 now housed at the 
Melvin Village Station. Delivery of this unit is scheduled for May of 1987. 

Plans are currently underway to obtain estimates for the refurbishing 
of our large Tanker 1 located at the Melvin Station. The 17 year old unit 
will be up-graded to provide an additional 10 to 12 years of service to the 
Department. 

In the past months the Mirror Lake Station has been enlarged to a 3-Bay 
station. An office and meeting room space have been added on a second 
floor. Donations of money and labor have made this project possible. 

Three of our firefighting personnel have completed training to qualify 
as Certified Firefighters, and an additional 5 members are currently 
enrolled in the program. 

The Department’s First Responder Team remains active in providing 
emergency medical assistance to our community in cooperation with the 
Wolfeboro Rescue Squad and Lakeside Ambulance Service of Wolfeboro. 
The members of the Team, living in the various areas of Town can provide 
emergency medical stabilization to patients prior to arrival of other 
emérgency medical agencies. 

Since the Department is staffed by volunteer men and women, we are 
always interested in having members of our community join the active 
roster of the Department. We welcome all who wish to serve to attend 
our Department meetings or contact a Department Officer. 

On behalf of the membership, my appreciation extends to the Wolfeboro 
Fire Department, Tuftonboro Police Department, Lakeside Ambulance 
Service, Wolfeboro Rescue Sqaud, and neighboring public safety agencies 
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for their continued support during 1986. 

The assistance rendered in alerting the Department to emergency 
requests, training with neighboring communities, as well as emergency 
mutual aid help when needed, continue to provide the residents and 
guests of Tuftonboro with fire and emergency medical service protection.

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Report of the Executive Secretary of 
The Lakes Region Association 
JULY 1, 1985 TO JUNE 30,1986 


The major program of the Lakes Region Association is our Cooperative 
Advertising/Mailing Program in cooperation with five of our Chambers of 
Commerce. Under a special formular system it was set up so that each 
of the chambers could participate at whatever level was within their reach, 
either financially or brochure wise. Giving each community its own 
identity. This program used $11,470 of cooperative funds and requested 
a State Matching Grant of a like amount. Giving us the largest sum we 
have yet had of $22,940 for this program. These monies covered the cost 
of Magazine and newspaper advertising, the expense of mailing literature 
to those requesting it and the postage. This program stimulated over 
39,869 individual requests. This program is the envy of many other areas 
and some have tried to copy it. 

The Lakes Region Attractions also increased their program with both 
a Pre-season Television flight and an In-season flight plus adding a Radio 
budget in-season of $5,000. The total spent on Television was over $44,000. 
This well designed program was used out of state to increase the day 
tripper, as well as, the long time visitor. They also published 550M 
brochures, and had an excellent distribution program to keep literature 
before the public. 

For the Association, the WHERE TO book is our main piece of literature 
and in 1987 we will publish our 50th Edition, a feat not equaled by any 
other organization of this type in New Hampshire. We continue to 
distribute five Lake Navigational Charts to encourage safety on our waters. 
We guide new commercial properties in their promotion; we work with 
several of the State agencies; are active in the New Hampshire Travel 
Council; the N. H. Hospital Association and the Air Resource Agency. 

We have not deviated from our goal to preserve the quality of life in 
the Region and to maintain and preserve the Natural Resources of our 
lakes, our field and forests so that thay can be enjoyed not only by our 
residents and visitors but for those that are to come after us. 

We have faith in our communities, their judgement and their ideals and 
the Lakes Region Association will continue to work in concert with our 
communities to a mutual goal.

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Report of Tuftonboro Central School 


School opened on September 2, 1986 with a significant increase in 
student enrollment. One hundred-sixty students were registered, an 
increase of twenty-one students over the previous school year. 

In order to maintain a high degree of excellence in the various discipline 
areas, the staff and | are constantly evaluating and working to improve 
the correlation between the materials of instruction and the methods of 
instruction. Our programs consist of structured basic academic skills and 
a variety of enrichment activities. 

| am pleased to report that Tuftonboro Central School ranked first in 
the state this fall when the Fourth Grade Total Battery Scores were 
compared to similar scores throughout the state in the statewide testing 
program. The Total Battery Score received was 94.2 of the Median National 
Percentile. This was an increase of 5.7 percentage points over our 1985 
scores. The overall battery placed the class higher than 94 percent of the 
students in the National Norm Group, thus indicating an above average 
performance. 

The school’s volunteer program will receive statewide recognition for 
the fourth consecutive year and will be one of the recipients of the Blue 
Ribbon Achievement Award in the State of New Hampshire during the 
presentation ceremony in February. A total of 1,787 volunteer hours were 
logged in 1986 by over eighty active volunteers consisting of parents, 
friends, and senior citizens of Tuftonboro. The volunteers participated in 
numerous programs such as: Reading Is Fun (RIF), Cross-Country Skiing, 
Child Safety Day, Chemical Substance Abuse, Bicycle Rodeo and Inspec- 
tion, Stamp Collecting, Labels for Education, School Science Fairs, and 
Judges for the Young Authors Creative Writing Contest. 

With the support of the parents and the community, in October the 
Fourth Graders netted a profit of $2,200.00 from their Fall Festival. This 
will finance a week at Nature’s Classroom Environmental School in April 
for each child. 

Congratulations are extended to the following children that were 
awarded the Presidential Academic Fitness Award for outstanding 
academic achievement and excellence: Geoffrey Bley, Jennifer Clough, 
Misty Durfee, Amy Folsom, Charles LaMonica, Heather MacDonald, and 
Heidi Williams. Stacey Hunter was the only student to receive the Presi- 
dent’s Physical Fitness Award for 1986. 

Tuftonboro Central School has been designated a Category 1-A school 
for the fifth year by the State Department of Education. 

In conclusion, | wish to thank the school personnel, co-presidents and 
chairpersons of the P.T.C.O., and the numerous volunteers and citizens 
of Tuftonboro for their cooperation and support of our community school.
